ChXSTBR, S. C— After an ab- 
sence of something like forty years, 
broken by an occasional visit the 
last about eighteen sears ago — this 
Writer is nosv back in the "old 
home town," revisiting the scenes 
of our childhood. 

Chestet is the county seat of 
Cluster County, situated in the 
northern part of the State, midway 

between Charlotte, N. C, and 

Columbia, S. C, and has a popula- 
tion of between eight and nine 
thousand. The town is one of the 
Oldest towns in the State, founded 
long before the Civil War, and has 
grosvn very slowly until within 
recent sears. With a few ex- 
ceptions, the old portion of the 

tosvn remains as we remember it 

lifts- sears ago. The coining of the 
cotton mills — three of them — has 
built up the outlying sections i'nto 
various mill districts. These cotton 
mills have all been built within the 
past fifteen sears, anil has hel|ied to 
make Cluster quite a thriving little 
tosvn, ami the people who have 
stuck to the old tosvn, all seem 
thrifty and well to-do. 

Chester is a losely little place, 
situated Upon a hill and is very 
quiet and peaceful, vastly different 
from the rush, bustle and noise of 
a big cits like Atlanta. No street 
cars here to run after. Plenty of 
automobiles, but the traffic is svell 
regulated, and everybody obeys the 
traffic lasvs and one sloes not have 
to dodge for their lives evers time 
they venture out upon the streets, 
as ssc base been acustomed to doing 
in Atlanta. The streets here ate all 
Wide and paved svith asphalt, shad- 
ed on each side by fine old oaks and 
Water elms, making beautiful drive 
Ways. There are also well kept 
highways leading in every direction 
out of town. The highways in this 
State appeal to us to be far superior 
to some of those in Georgia. 

Of the old home place, where 
this scribe svas born and reared, but 
little remains that sve were able to 
recognise. That portion of the 
tosvn. which svas once occupied by 
stately Southern ante helium homes 
and fine old plantations, is now cot- 
ton mill communities. We were 
onls- able to recogni/e the place 
where sve svere born from a large 
Crepe tuvrtle tree, which stood in 
our front yard, and is still tin 
ami by an old svell two of our 
brothers dug svhen they svere bos s. 
The house in which sve were born 
has been built onto and moved 
back several blocks, only a faint 
resemblance of the original dwell- 
ing nosv remains. Revisiting these 
old landmarks recall memories Ixith 

sad ami pleasant of days long pass 

ed, when quite a large family of us 
sseie all together here in, the home 
of our ancestors. One can never 
realise the changes that time brings 
about, until thev ictnin after an 



absence of mans years to the place 
they once called home. 

Since coming down here, our 
daughter, who accompanied us on the 
trip, has be<.n busy tracing up our 
ancestry, and has traced back as far 
as our great, great grandfather on 
one side, svho emigrated to Virginia 
from Holland in the latter part of 
the 17th century. Our grandfather 
moved from Virginia to South Caro- 
lina, shortly after the birth of this 
scribe's father and became the editor 
of the first nesvspaper ever printed 
in Newberry, S. C. It was from 
Mm, we suppose, that sve inherited 
our love for printers ink. Our fa- 
ther, the late William Oliver Timme, 
svas one of the pioneer citizens of 
Chester, noted widely for his origi- 
nality and wit. He was educated for 
a lawyer, but never practiced that 
profession, preferring the saddle and 
harness business, in svhich he svas 
engaged up to the time of hisdeath, 
nineteen years ago. His grand 
children are still quite numerous 
here, and are leading citizens of this 
town. It is these children and a 
sister-in-law that we are nosv \isit 
ing. On the other side, sve can 
trace our ancestors back to the Mas 
lower, but what's the use? While 
we are proud of the blue blood of 
the Old South that flows in our 
veins, sve realize that our reader? 
would prefer to h*ear about what we, 
ourselves, are doing to make history. 

One of the first of the South Caro 
lina deaf that sve have met, since 

coining down from Atlanta, wa* 

Mrs. M. J. Carter, svho has foi 
many years conducted the Cartel 
House, at Winnsboro, one of, or i' 
we are not mistaken, the only hotel 
of any importance in that town. 
Lett a widow some sixteen sears age 
with five children, he oldest only 
eleven years old, Mrs. Carter, with 
no business training, but plenty ol 
courage and determination, has ac- 
complished something which Sr9 out 
of a hundred people blessed svith 
their heating and placed under simi- 
lar circumstances COUld never liavs 
done. She has, by her ossn efforts, 
built up a splendid business, i cared 
and educated her children, kept the 
family together and has managed U 
send the children to the leading col 
leges ot this State, ss here tin s gia 
duated with high honors. They, ■ung- 
esr'wml last ol the girl, is nosv a stu- 
dent at the svell known Wnnhrop 
College ai Rock Hill, and will gra- 
duate in tsvo more years, then Mrs. 
Carter, svho has been both father 
and mother to lie! hiood, can take a 
rest. Mrs. Carter is a remarkable 
Woman in mans' respects, Amidst 
her various other duties, she still 
finsjs time to take an active part in 
all matters pertaining to the deaf Ol 
her State. She is nosv the president 
of the South Carolina Association ot 
the Deaf, the first and only woman 
so far as we know to serve in such a 
capacity in any of our State Associa- 
tion. We have alsvas's been partial 
to woman's work in the world of 
affairs, therefore in common everj 
day parlance, sve wish .to say : "We 
take off our hat to Mrs. Carter," 
and svish there were mans others 
like her. * Later on. we will have 
■tore to say about this brilliant and 
remarkable deaf woman.
